There is Danger to Human Beings 


From Infected Cattle Through 


the Milk. 


TELLS HOW TO PASTEURIZE MILK 


The prevalence of the foot and moutU 


disease as reported auioug cattle in 
various sections of Penns} Iraula may 
infect the dairy herds. Should these 
become infected, there Is danger of the 
transference of the disease from 
in- 


fected animals to human beings through 
the milk. 


As the records in this State show this 


possibility, Dr. Samuel (i. Dixon, Com- 
missioner of Health, has issued the fol- 
lowing warning: 


"The foot ami mouth disease which 


is Uuoun to the medical world as 
aplithous fever, is highly infectious 
in cattle and manifests itself by 
a 


rising temperature and the appearance 
of blisters ou the mucus membrane of 
Ihe mouth, tongue and nose. 
The 


blisters are followed by ulcers; diges- 
tive disturbances are 
also common. 


Death seldom occurs in human beings- 


'As a matter of protection against 


the possibility of infection the use of 
raw milk may 
tie discontinued. 
A 


safety factor is to pasteurize the milk. 
Follo\\ ing is a simple method which 
may be used: 


"Place a saucer In a pull seven or 


eight Inches in diameter and about the 
same height Set the milk bottle ou 
this. Remove the paper cap from the 
milk bottle. 
Pour in me pail a suffi- 


cient quantity of luke warm water to 
half cover the bottle. Watcli the wu- 
er and as soon as it has boiled twenty 
minutes, remove the bottle of 
milk 


and allow it to cool slowly. Never 
ilace the milk immediatel} upon the ice 
>r the bottle may break. Seal 
the 


bottle with a new cup, a supply of 
which you can obtain from the milk- 
man and place the milk bottle where 
it will remain at a temperature of 40 
to no degrees. 
It. must be kept cool 


and clean if it is to remain safe for 
se. 
"If the milk supply is not received 


bottled secure a bottle of the same si/.e 
nnd cork after sterilization."

It is estimated that 
the exports for the month of Octoher 
reached $^(Kl,000.000. This was less 
than the ,$2«»,000,000 recorded in Oc- 
tober, 1912, but it marked a distinct 
gain over the low-water mark of $110,- 
000,000 In August and |108,000,000 111 
September. 


This estimate of $200,000,000 worth 


of exports in October is based ou the 
reiwrts of ten leading port* which 
handle approximately SO per 
cent. 


of the outward shipments—New York. 
Hoston, Philadelphia, lialtiniore, Gal- 
veston, New Orleans, San Francisco, 
Seattle, Detroit and Buffalo. 


In the absence of detailed figures 


it may be assumed that this increase 
in exports has beeu due largely if not 
entirely to the European demand for 
our grain—for our wheat and flour. 
War munitions and army supplies also 
helped to swell the total. There lias 
been as yet no decided upward trend 
in exports of manufactured goods gen- 
erally, but this is not at all unexpected 
and should not discourage manufac- 
turers as- to the outlook. 


The demand for American foodstuffs 


and army supplies is perhaps only be- 
ginning—large shipments of these ar- 
ticles must swell the export total as 
long as the war continues. 
However, 


we must look ahead and he prepared 
for the time when the European de- 
mand for these classes of goods will 
shrink. But we may be assured that 
when that time does come, the de- 
mand for our maiiufactuies will begin 
to make Itself increasingly felt. 
The 


stocks in the neutral und uoit-manufnc- 
turing countries will be ivell-nigh ex- 
hausted, and these countr'cs will be in 
a better position to buy in normal 
quantities than they are today. 


In the near future, and temporarily 


at least, the struggle for foreign mar- 
kets as far as the United States is con- 
cerned promises to become in large

gave a very interesting talk on "Birds" 
In the assembly hall, Bristol 
high 


school building, November nth.

first comimred the struggle between the 
birds and insects to the present war in 
Europe. He toid ho\v t" <-nre for the 
birds by bulldl ig bird boxes for pro- 
tection and by feeding them. In this 
way we would have an Increase of 
birds and a decrease of insects.
